Sir: 


Allow me to direct your attention to the approaching annual Settlement, and the condition 
of the storage vaults at the Post Office. 


Should the authorities elect to reweigh the coin in the P.O. vaults it will be necessary for 
the Secretary to transfer at least the contents of one compartment to some other part of the 
Treasury. It may be thought that a compartment can be transferred to the guard room, but there is 
good reason to doubt if it would be judicious to pile several tons of metal on that floor. The 
matter might be referred to the Dept. and thus relieve you of any responsibility for want of 
preparation.
